1 Retimed thoroughfare doesn’t take pedestrians, merchants into account

EL CERRITO — Some people dream 
ofmaking San Pablo Avenue a high-tech, 
highly coordinated, streamlined thor- 
qughfare of timed stop lights, satellite 
tracking and closed circuit cameras. — 

Others fear things may become a bit 

{oo efficient. / 

e After a consultant’s presentation to 
the City Council last week on the planned 
San Pablo Avenue “smart corridor” pro- 
ject, some members of the public and on 
the council wondered if businesses might 
pe hurt if people drive through F1 Cer- 
rito too quickly to see what’s there to buy. 
Others worried that too much emphasis 
will be placed on automobiles moving 


along the avenue and not enough on 
pedestrians and local drivers trying to 
get across it safely. 

“T guess I’m concerned that San Pablo 
Avenue be considered not only as a traf- 
fic corridor but also as a commercial cor- 
ridor,” Steve Price told the council last 
week. 

Price, a member of El Cerrito’s Plan- 
ning Commission, said that “being overly 
concerned with traffic flow can often ac- 
tually undermine commercial develop- 
ment along the corridor.” 

He contended that recent studies show 
efforts resulting in increased traffic flow 
can be “deadly for commercial develop- 
ment.” He said it is actually best for lo- 
cal businesses if drivers “stop at signals 


and look around” at intersections. 

Anush Nejad, of the traffic engineer- 
ing firm Kimley-Horn and Associates of 
Pleasanton, the consultanting firm on the 
“smart corridor” project, made the pre- 
sentation to the City Council. 

In response to Price’s comments, Ne- 
jad said consultants are not looking at 
the “economic side of issues or land use 
issues.” Instead, they were focusing on 
“improving the signal coordination” and 
finding ways to minimize traffic delays. 

According to Nejad’s report, the San 
Pablo Avenue signal interconnect project 
“will provide a seamless signal system 
along the San Pablo Avenue corridor 
from 17th Street in Oakland to Route 4 
in Hercules.” The corridor includes about 


90 traffic signals in 10 public jurisdic- 
tions. 

The system is expected to improve 
traffic flow along the corridor and “bet- 
ter manage” traffic diversion from Inter- 
state 80. Nejad said that a communica- 
tion system is now under construction 
along some portions of the corridor. In 
El Cerrito, the consultants are presently 
collecting data and doing traffic counts. 
Signal coordination is expected to be in 
place by the end of 1999. 

A more complex, “intelligent trans- 
portation system” is expected to be 
phased in after that and may eventually 
include video monitoring, ramp meter- 
ing, roadbed sensors, satellite tracking 
of buses and changeable message signs.

Albany sets 
goals for “99 


Playing fields, ferry service, open 
space among top priorities

ALBANY - The City Council moved 
last week to prioritize its goals for 1999 
to include purchasing land for playing 
fields at UC Village, play a “more active” 
role in plans to construct a ferry termi- 
nal near Gilman Street, and formulate a 
humane approach toward development 
of the bulb. 

Meeting during a Tuesday night ses- 
sion Feb. 16, City Administrator Daren 
Fields also reviewed “major achieve- 
ments” made during the last council’s 
tenure. 

Fields pointed to the acquisition of 
open space on Albany Hill, completion 
of Phase I of the Solano Avenue Project, 
and a major sewer line renovation as 
some of that council’s accomplishments. 

Council members made suggestions 
while reviewing a list of goals set by the 
previous council in Feb. 1998. 

Councilman Alan Marris asked staff 
to play a more active role in efforts to 
build a ferry terminal near the Al- 
bany/Berkeley border. The project was 


proposed by the Metropolitan Trans- 
portation Commission and was enthusi- 
astically endorsed by both Albany and 
Berkeley city councils as well as several 
waterfront organizations and commis- 
sions in both cities. 

If developed, the ferries could trans- 
port 800 commuters a day from Gilman 
Street to San Francisco. Albany/Berke- 
ley is just one area for transbay com- 
muting by the MTC, which last week pro- 
posed a major expansion of ferry service 
availability around the Bay. 

Marris also suggested more should be 
done to reclaim $1.7 million in funding 
“reallocated” by the State Department of 
Parks and Recreation in June 1997. The 
funds were part of a $2.5 million agree- 
ment signed by the city and State Parks 
in 1985, money earmarked for toxic 
cleanup of the bulb.

Audible crossing signals 
coming to El Cerrito

EL CERRITO — No, that’s not the 
gods talking to you — the “cuckoo” and 
“peep-peep” sounds you will soon be 
hearing along San Pablo Avenue are not 
unsolicited commentary—they are audi- 
ble traffic signals making our city streets 
safer for the blind and sight-impaired. 

Last week the City Council acknowl- 
edged a $3,774 donation from Albany/El 
Cerrito Access and authorized an addi- 
tional $2,500 from the city’s maintenance 
budget to purchase audible traffic signal 
equipment for four of El Cerrito’s busiest 
intersections. 

“The primary purpose of this equip- 
ment is to provide improved safety for 
our sight-impaired community,” explains 
a bulletin from the city’s Community De- 
velopment Department. 

The audible signal will only sound 
when activated by a push button attached 
to the traffic signal light pole. 

The signals emit “bird-like sounds” al- 
lowing sight impaired individuals to cross 
intersections in coordination with exist- 
ing “walk” and “don’t walk” pedestrian 
signals. 

The devices make a “cuckoo” sound 
for north-south travelers and a “peep- 


peep” sound for east-west crosswalk di- 
rections. 

They have a volume control and will 
be adjusted to the “desired but effective 
level” after installation. 

Caltrans will have the signals installed 
sometime before June at four San Pablo 
Avenue intersections: Carlson Boulevard, 
Central and Potrero avenues and Moeser 
Lane. 

Barbara Paul, the rehabilitation coun- 
selor at Albany’s Orientation Center for 
the Blind said that the audible signals 
can be a help to the sight-impaired, es- 
pecially at certain intersections. 

She described the Carlson Boulevard 
at San Pablo Avenue as “big-time prob- 
lematic.” She said that at such a “partic- 
ularly complex” intersection “where you 
have traffic patterns that change during 
the day and a lot of right hand turn traf- 
fic” the audible signals increase safety. 

Maintenance and Engineering Ser- 
vices Manager Mori Struve met with Al- 
bany and El Cerrito members of the 
sight-impaired community last year at 
the orientation center. 

At the meeting was Janet Abelson, a 
member of Albany/El Cerrito Access, a 
local group dedicated to improving ac- 
cess for the disabled.

The new path outside St. Alban’s 


A maze usually has walls or hedges 
that function as blinders, and a num- 
ber of dead ends. Walking a maze is 
a contest to see if you can find your 
way out of being lost. A labyrinth is 
flat, usually round or octagonal, and 
is “a mysterious winding path that, 
as it takes us to the center, becomes 
a metaphor for our own spiritual 
journey. Going in, we release the 
cares and concerns which distract us 
from our Source. The center is a 
place of prayer and meditations 
where we receive clarity about our 
lives.” 

The Rev. Dr. Artress had studied 
the labyrinths in Chartres and 
Amiens and other places, and stirred 
the interest of clergypeople through- 
out the country. Grace Cathedral in 
San Francisco now has two, one be- 
ing made of carpeting, and is, I am 
told, a wonder to behold. 

So it was that Pastor Stickney was 
speaking longingly of having a 
labyrinth at St. Alban’s when one of 
his parishioners, Bob Essert, said, 
“Tl build it.” And so it came about. 
Of course, Bob thought he would 
have a great deal of help from other 
members of the church, but although 
he did put up a sign explaining what 
he was doing in the courtyard, and 
inviting anyone interested to come 
in and help build it, he has had few 
takers. But with his wife, Mary, and 
the pastor doing the planning — the 
esoteric part, Bob says — he finds 
he enjoys doing the actual work. 

The new labyrinth is taking the 
place of an old patio built in the 
1950s in the entrance of St. Alban’s 
It was made of brick, and Essert is 
using those same bricks for the 
labyrinth. But the center and the out- 
lines of the octagonal are to be 
ground marble, mixed with cement. 
It will be ground down to an even 
surface.

with Bob, I found that it does, indeed, 
do something. 

Perhaps for me it was just that the 
following of the path left my mind 
free of the usual buzzing, busy ac- 
tivity that fills it at all other times, 
and by the time I reached the center 
I was in a meditative, receptive mode 
and could understand why it is a re- 
ligious thing.

Part of the statement put out by 
St. Alban’s about the labyrinth, 
speaking of what it is and what it 
does ends thus: “The labyrinth is 
a mandala that meets our longing 
— for a change of heart; for a 
change of ways in how we live to- 
gether on this fragile island home; 
and for the energy, vision, and the 
courage to become agents of trans- 
formation in an age when no less 
will suffice to meet the challenges 
of survival.” 

Bob Essert and Mary have been 
part of St. Alban’s for five years. He 
is a retired electrical engineer. They 
have adult children living as close as 
Piedmont, others living in London 
and Washington, D.C. 

Bob speaks of the labyrinth ea- 
gerly, explaining the 11 concentric 
rings, the 18 labyers, the turn-

arounds. The turn-arounds are im- 
portant, he says, reflecting the turns 
in life. The center will have two con- 
centric rings, and a bronze door with 
a Jerusalem Cross. They have a 
donor for the bronze plaque which 
will explain the labyrinth and what 
it means. 

Essert says many churches are 
now building labyrinths, including 
one in Livermore, and another in the 
planning stage for an Episcopal 
church in Berkeley 

The work has been an adventure, 
he tells us. Originally he thought it 
would take about two years. But he 
started it in September, and finds it 
should be finished some time in 
March, except for some fine finish- 
ing touches. He was doing things like 
splitting bricks for the spaces, but 
found he could buy something called 
Soap (the size of a bar of soap) 
which makes his job much easier. 

Essert provided me with a great 
deal of information on labyrinths, 
and I find it fascinating. But, as 
usual, neither time nor space allow 
for more. But what a beautiful job 
he is doing, and how wonderful that 
pastor Stickney’s dream is coming 
true, and so beautifully. 


It was Pastor Jim Stickney who 
called me about the labyrinth. I did 
enjoy meeting and talking with Bob 
Essert. And I thank the Pastor for e- 
mailing me about it.

EL CERRITO — Two young men 
ran into the law Feb. 17, after rob- 
bing a man at knifepoint.

ALBANY — At about 1 a.m. on Feb.

conundrum of which declined first, 
fan attendance or the quality of the 
team as reflected in the payroll. 


“We disagree with ownership that 
says they lowered the payroll be- 
cause the fans aren’t turning out for 
games,” he said. “The reason the fans 
don't turn out is because of the lower 
payroll.” Ron Cope, a coalition mem- 
ber from Walnut Creek, stressed that 
the diehard fans don’t expect the 
team to break any spending records, 
but they would like to see their team 
win at least half the games in a sea- 
son. 


“We don’t expect them to have the 
highest payroll, but we do expect 
them to be competitive,” said Cope. 


He said that both the team and 
fans have been maligned since news 
of the A’s proposed sale broke. The 
coalition hopes to repair that situa- 
tion and re-ignite enthusiasm sur- 
rounding a proud baseball tradition. 

“We're kind of fighting the nega- 
tive publicity,” said Cope. 

The bottom-line, contends the 
group, is that Oakland does have a 
base of loyal fans that will attend 
games and the A’s don’t need to 
move. 

Through their positive actions 
they hope to show a potential buyer 
what Terry Bratacher, of Albany, and 
the other coalition members already 
know.

While most of the city sleeps police officers make their rounds

EL CERRITO:It was a dark and 
stormy night — it really was. As the 
rains came down on a recent week- 
end the drunk drivers came out and 
Sgt. Shawn Maples and his crew of 
four police officers were there to keep 
the (sometimes) mean streets of El 
Cerrito a little safer. 

Wearing their black utility uni- 
forms, with the blue and gold El Cer- 
rito Police Department arm patch and 
star, Maples and his crew wrote a few 
tickets, took a few fingerprints, got a 
few drunks off the road, drank some 
coffee, heard a few tearful pleas, 
cleared out a raucous party, gave 
some warnings and got wet. 

“This is a typical rainy night,” 
Watch Commander Maples said while 
cruising San Pablo Avenue a little be- 
fore midnight last Saturday, He said 
the rain usually keeps people off the 
streets and indoors. 

As the dispatcher’s voice crackles 
from his radio, Maples answers ques- 
tions, keeps one ear on the radio, one 
eye on the road and the other out for 
anything suspicious. Things that 
cause a closer look are broken win- 
dows or open doors or lights on in a 
business supposed to be closed. 

Suspicious behavior might be 
someone walking at midnight in the 
rain in an otherwise sleeping neigh- 
borhood — it might be a car driving 
with its lights off behind a business 
location — it might be a weaving au- 
tomobile or a driver making unsafe 
lane changes. 

The 32-year-old Maples has been 
with the ECPD 12 years and has seen 
it all — or at least enough. He has 
never had to shoot someone, but he 
has had to draw his gun “countless” 
times. 

He’s had to break up fights be- 
tween husbands and wives, clean up 
after automobile accidents, chase 
down criminals and respond to calls 
after a child is found dead in its crib. 

He’s been assaulted and spit on. 
He says, with some sadness in his 
voice and manner, that being a po- 
lice officer has made him “more cal- 
lous.”. 

Maples has worked a variety of 
jobs at the ECPD and answers “oh 
yeah” when asked if he likes being a 
cop. He is married and has two chil- 
dren — 6 and 4 years old. 

As the night shift progresses, one 
of Maples’ officers has stopped a late- 
model Honda Prelude on the road 
with its lights off. Driving without 
lights or making wide swinging turns 
“are real strong indicators that some- 
body’s hammered,” Maples explains

later. 

He goes to the scene as back-up 
as the routine traffic stop becomes 
an “investigatory stop.” The woman 
driving the car appears intoxicated 
and after field tests tend to corrobo- 
rate this, she is handcuffed, placed 
in the back of a cruiser and taken to 
El Cerrito’s police station for book- 
ing. The woman appears to be in her 
late 60s or early 70s; she is neatly 
dressed and appears to be some- 
body’s dear grandmother rather than 
a suspected drunk driver. 

At the station a blood alcohol sam- 
ple is drawn and she is fingerprinted 
and photographed. Arresting officer 
Robert De La Campa asks her about 
any identifying bodily marks, scars 
or tatoos and other questions. 

Maples checks the computer and 
discovers the woman is driving with 
a suspended license and has four pre- 
vious arrests for driving while intox- 
icated. 

Earlier in the shift, a patrolling of- 
ficer had noted a car without taillights 
driving in eastern El Cerrito. When 
he tried to stop the vehicle, it fled and 
the officer gave chase. But in some 
hilly areas of El Cerrito, two-way ra- 
dio contact is poor and when the of- 
ficer lost contact with dispatch the 
pursuit was halted. (El Cerrito will 
soon have a new, more-powerful, po- 
lice radio system). 

A report of bottle throwing at a 
party causes Maples and two other 
officers to respond and question a 
few teenagers as the party breaks up. 
Another woman is brought in for dri- 
ving while intoxicated and she sits in

the booking room crying and plead- 
ing with the officers. “I think I’m 
probably sober by now,” she says be- 
tween sobs to no one in particular. 
Her blood alcohol level is 2.2, her 
make-up is running and the woman 
is a mess. 

An officer later tells Maples “she’s 
eastward bound,” meaning the 
woman will be taken to county jail in 
Martinez. 

Maples said his four-officer crew 
writes an average 40 to 50 tickets 
each a month and makes about 10 to 
15 arrests each per month. Maples 
denies any quota system for writing 
tickets, saying there is no set num- 
ber that officers are required to write. 
They give many more warnings than 
citation, he points out. As watch com- 
mander, he is in charge of the shift 
and serves as backup when requested 
by another officer. 

Although Maples says it’s nice to 
have a trainee with him once in a 
while, he prefers driving a “solo unit.” 
He jokes that one of the best things 
about being a cop is the regular pay-

checks and the job security. “There’s 
no shortage of crime,” he says with 
a smile. He works 12-hour shifts — 
usually long weekends from 5:30 p.m. 
to 5:30 a.m. “I like the variety — I 
have a lot of control over what I do 
and how I do it,” he explained. 

Maples said it is a struggle to have 
“positive contacts” with the public. 
Much of the time, when cops are 
called or when red lights are seen in 
a rear-view mirror, it is a “negative” 
experience for most people involved. 
“Even though you’re going to help 
someone — their experience or what 
they’re going through at that time is 
the most traumatic experience that 
they’ve had — their house has been 
burglarized — their privacy has been 
violated,” he explained. 

He said that even if the perpetra- 
tor is caught, the outcome is good, 
but the “whole contact” with the vic- 
tims “is negative.” 

He said El Cerrito’s officers try to

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It isn’t every day that a news flash 
comes over your car radio saying 
that your friend has just died.

I used to see him whenever he 
and Ebert came to town on a pro- 
motional tour, and I marveled at the

way he always treated everyone — 
down to the humblest gofer who was 
fetching him a cup of coffee — with 
infinite kindness and courtesy. I don't 
know what the opposite of “prima 
donna” is, but Gene was it. 

I'll leave it to others to assess his 
place in the history of film criticism. 
(Although it’s this layman’s guess 
that he ranks at the very top, right 
up there with James Agee and 
Pauline Kael.) But as a human be- 
ing, the verdict is already in. He was 
that all-too-rare commodity these 
days, a gentleman. 

All the more remarkable when 
you consider that he had a childhood 
straight out of Dickens. He was or- 
phaned before he was 10, and was 
raised by relatives who packed him 
off to a military academy. It must 
have been a terribly lonely life for a 


little boy; and, although he never 
talked about it, I’ve always thought 
that was why he lavished such love 
on his own children, and why he al- 
ways championed family values in 
his movie reviews

Since his passing on Saturday, 
I’ve been getting e-mails from our 
classmates, all of whom echo the 
same feeling: This is like a death in 
the family. 

One of those is Barry Bardo, who 
was the chairman of our 25th Class 
Reunion. The highlight of that re- 
union, the one event everyone was 
looking forward to, was to be Gene’s 
multimedia presentation on “Scors- 
ese, Spielberg and Lucas.” 

- But just hours before the event, 
Barry discovered Gene and two as- 
sistants still feverishly working on 
the final technical preparations. 

“He seemed surprisingly nervous 
for someone who makes his living in 
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front of television cameras,” recalls 
Barry. “I suggested that he had no 
reason to be nervous, because his 
classmates and their families were 
very much rooting for him, And he 
said, ‘I’ve got to do my best for these 
guys, because they’re the ones who 
matter most to me.’ 

“As the hall was filling with eager 
audience members, Gene opened his 
briefcase and pulled out a handful 
of envelopes. He took the wad of let- 
ters, walked over to a group of old 
friends, and said, ‘These are what 
helped me get through the Army dur- 
ing the Vietnam war. He wanted his 
friends to know how much their let- 
ters meant to him at the time, and 
ever since, because he had saved 
them for more than 20 years.” 

PS. Needless to say, Gene’s pre- 
sentation that night was a tour de 
force: Brilliant, charming, informa- 
tive and deeply personal. 

The week before, he had been a 
guest on the last week of “The 
Tonight Show” before Johnny Car-

son’s retirement. And the next week, 
he was due to be a guest on the show 
again when Jay Leno took over. “But 
you know what?” he told us. “I don’t 
give a (deleted) what those people 
think of me. But I care very much 
about what you guys think of me.” 


But let’s let Gene have the last 
word, It’s a Yale tradition to have 
everyone write a little essay for the 
25th Reunion Yearbook. I’m too em- 
barrassed to tell you what I wrote; it 
was so full of hubris and self-im- 
portance. 

But Gene wrote about some pre- 
cious wisdom he received from his 
College Master, the Pulitzer Prize- 
winning author John Hersey. Gene 
wrote: 

“The best part of my Yale educa- 
tion may have been a graduation 
week lunch I had with Mr. Hersey. 
He gave me three pieces of advice 
that I have passed along to thousands

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Aroner introduces school transit legislation 


Acentral feature of the WCCUSD's 
‘Measure E’ bond passed by the vot- 
ers last June is the construction of a 
new middle school at the former 
Harry Ells High School site. The case 
for the bond was partially rooted in 
the absence of a middle school serv- 
ing students from central and south 
Richmond. The result is that students 
from this portion of our district must 
travel long distances to reach school. 


As the WCCUSD does not provide 
transportation to and from school, 
families must secure their own trans- 
portation and many rely on AC Tran- 
sit buses. Destination middle schools 
have long noted a cyclical pattern of 
student attendance whereby atten- 
dance drops off toward the end of 
every month due to diminished 
household resources to pay for bus 
fares. Crespi, Adams and Portola 


middle schools, for example, report 
close to 200 students who regularly 
miss some school days each month 
due to transit-related problems. 


This creates an obvious quandary. 
Students can’t learn or keep up with 
class assignments if they are not in 
class. The district loses much needed 
revenue when students aren't in school. 


Following overwhelming passage 
of Measure E, concerned members 
of the community, including the Con- 
tra Costa Interfaith Sponsoring Com- 
mittee, began meeting with repre- 
sentatives of Amalgamated Transit 
Union 192, AC Transit, East Bay Pub- 
lic Safety Corridor Partnership, and 
WCCUSD officials to look at ways 
to diminish the impact of this trans- 
portation problem especially in the 
months and years ahead before we 
open the new middle school. 


As a mid-term resolution to this 
problem, representatives of this com- 
mittee have met with Assemblywoman 
Dion Aroner to discuss possible leg- 
islative remedies, The result was the 
introduction by Assemblywoman 
Aroner last week of AB 537. If passed 
by the legislature and signed into law, 
AB 537 will provide to the WCCUSD 
funding for transportation on a level 
equal to the state subsidies received 
by school districts which operate their 
own school bus fleets. A best case 
scenario might be that the bill would 
provide some relief to students and 
families during our next school year. 


The committee now wishes to ex- 
plore immediate ways that the WC- 
CUSD can ensure that all middle 
school students have the ability to 
attend school every day. As these 
proposals take shape and as Aroner’s 


bill moves forward, I'll report on 
them here. It simply is unacceptable 
that any child in our communi 
would miss school for lack of fun 
to pay bus fares.

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Don’t Remove Trees That Invade Sewers 


If you’re considering removing a tree because it regularly invades your sewer or drain line - 
please don’t! Trees are an important part of our urban ecosystem and should be retained as 
much as possible. There is a new service available to eliminate chronic sewer and drain root 
problems called Sewer Root Foaming. 

This service, once only available to city sewer departments, is now available to the public. 
The process involves injecting a special EPA approved foam, under pressure, into the sewer 
clean-out. This foam fills the entire pipe, squeezing into cracks, adhering to and destroying 
roots inside and outside the pipe. The foam also contains root growth inhibitors which fill 
cracks and separated pipe joints, preventing future regrowth for three or more years, The 
foam is not systemic and will not effect the health of the tree, 


Flowering Trees Arrive 

Signs of spring come early to the Bay Area. Every February our flowering trees burst forth 
with blossoms of vibrant color in seeming defiance of the still threatening winter storms. 

Almost all of these flowering trees share a common characteristic. They all blossom on 
new wood. The twig and branches that grew the previous year all carry buds that will flower 
the, following year, Therefore, it is important to prune these trees after they blossom. A prun- 
ing in spring will create an abundance of new shoots, which will be laden with flowering 
buds, thus causing an even greater show of blossoms the next season, 

A partial list of flowering trees that blossom on new wood includes: Flowering Magnolias, 
Plums, Pears, Hawthoms, and Cherries; Camellias, Rhododendrons, Azaleas and various 
flowering shrubs; and Hawthom, Lilac, Locust and all Citrus.

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Claiming it is “unnecessary,” 
“serves little purpose,” and “could 
potentially do great harm to the 
business community,” the El Cer- 
rito Chamber Board of Directors 
voted unanimously to oppose a pro- 
posed special 3 percent tax on all 
guns and ammunition n sold within 
the city. While declaring that “the 
Board of Directors feels that re- 
straints should be placed on the 
availability of certain firearms” the 
Chamber’s ruling body rejected the 
idea of imposing the special tax in 
a strongly worded resolution that 
they ordered sent to every member 
of the El Cerrito City Council. 

“The reason given for this tax” 
the resolution points out, “is that it 
is needed to combat gun violence.” 
In rejecting this argument, the di- 
rectors said they believe the tax will 
do little : if anything : to combat 
this violence. “While enactment of 
this tax might in some small way 
enhance El Cerrito’s image as a ‘lib- 
eral’ city, the Chamber board feels 
it would be of little or no value in 
combating the crime problem and 
its effects on society,” the resolu- 
tion declares. “Crime and its eco- 
nomic consequences is not just a 
local, county or state problem, it is 
a national problem that will not be 
solved by scattered cities imposing 
varying amounts of special taxes 
on the legal sale of guns and am- 
munition.” The board also rejected 
the argument that it is fair to make 
the people who sell guns in a legal 
fashion pay the costs to society gen- 
erated by criminals who use guns 
for illegal purposes. “If we accept 
this idea,” the board warned, “we 
are headed down a very slippery 
slope. “Careless drivers cause ac- 
cidents. Those who abuse the use

Fat 
causes cholesterol build-up which, 
in turn causes strokes and heart at- 
tacks.

“At best,” the directors concluded,

revenue. At worst, it could impact 
business so severely that one or 
more of our gun dealers ~ move 
his operation to a more business- 
free neighboring city — thus de- 
priving El Cerrito of its business li- 
cense fee and its entire sales tax 
revenue, both of which are badly 
needed if we are to prevent having 
to ask people here to pay even 
more for needed city services.”

Existing gun sale rules 


Editor: 

This is just to clear up some misconceptions 
that Mr. La Force of the El Cerrito council might 
have mistakenly left your readers with. Since 
the 1950s all handguns sold through dealers 
have been registered with the state, as well as 
subject to a waiting period. Since 1989 sales of 
long gun have had a waiting period as well. Also 
since 1989, all private sales (between friends 
etc.) have been legally obligated to go through 
a licensed dealer to do the same paperwork as 
between a dealer and an individual. 

Since 1994 any buyer of a hand gun has 
had to show that they have undergone at least 
some safety training before the purchase, or 
transfer can be made. All purchasers who do 
not have this exemption (e.g. having been in 
the military, police force, or- security guard, 
or have a hunting license) must take a written 
test equivalent to the driving test and pay $20. 

All firearms purchases are subject to a 10- 
day wait and all purchasers undergo a back- 
ground check.

A looming nightmare

Dave Greer’s expose of the Albany anti-au- 
tomobile lobby in his “Man About Town” col- 
umn of Feb, 18 was excellent. As he correctly 
states, the vast majority of Albany citizens 
have no inkling of efforts underway to make 
automobile usage in Albany as difficult and 
unpleasant as possible, while giving equal 
space on our streets to a tiny minority of bi- 
cycle commuters. 

The most far-reaching plan is to reduce au- 
tomobile access on Marin Avenue by 50 per- 
cent in order to allow equal space for bicycle 
commuting. The problem of course is that 
Marin is the primary street connecting much 
of Albany as well as North Berkeley to I-80. 
The only Albany entry to I-80 feeds directly 
from Marin via Buchanan, and similarly, the 
only Albany exit off I-80 feeds onto Marin. As 
is obvious to anyone using Marin during morn- 
ing and evening rush hours, Marin is already 
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very busy during these periods. If automobile 
lanes on Marin are cut in half, what alterna- 
tives do commuters have? Solano? Hop- 
kins/Gilman? Those streets are already too 
busy at rush hour, Since it is unlikely that very 
many Berkeley and Albany commuters are go- 
ing to switch to riding bikes to work, as the 
plan recommends, the obvious outcome is that 
Marin will be one long parking lot during rush 
hours. Perhaps that is OK with the anti-auto- 
mobile lobbyists, but for those of us who have 
to cross Marin frequently in order to pick up 
children, go to the store, and for other pur- 
poses, it is going to be a big nightmare.

If it ain’t broke, don’t fix it 


Editor: 

Thank you for printing the very fine edito- 
rial by Dave Greer on Albany’s Citywide Trans- 
portation Plan. 

Hopefully, citizens will wake up and see 
what is being done to them before it is too late. 
The goals of pedestrian friendliness and bicy- 
cle accessibility are worthy ones. The extreme 
nature of the proposals may just kill Solano 
Avenue once and for all. The new lower Solano 
bulbs and parking configuration are the future 
if citizens and merchants don’t stand up and 
express their opinions. 

The Metropolitan Transportation Commis- 
sion for the entire bay area predicts about a 40 
percent increase in car use in only 20 years. Our 
Solano Avenue customers don’t just come from 
Albany but from the large hill area east of us 
where there is no significant public transporta- 
tion and probably never will be. Those folks 
have to drive to their preferred shopping loca- 
tions; why would they come to Solano when it 
becomes more difficult to park and more dan- 
gerous to drive? You can’t do much grocery 
shopping on a bicycle and I don’t think too many 
people go out to dinner on bicycles either. 

Berkeley’s experiment with an anti-vehicle, 
pedestrian-friendly environment has been a 
disaster for the downtown area. Albany’s 
downtown, Solano Avenue, is even more lim- 
ited in its resources for shoppers and its cur- 
rent desirability for storekeepers and shoppers 
is very much at risk. Our city servants must 
protect the financial resource of the sales taxes 
generated by these businesses. Residents of 
the streets proposed for bikeways must also 
pay attention or find themselves victimized 
with the hated “blockers,” cutting off access 
to their own homes. 

Citizens and business-owners are not well 
served with this plan. We already have a won- 
derful pedestrian environment. I say, “If it ain’t 
broke, don’t fix it!” And don’t spend our tax 
money on projects we don’t want to see.

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Call for change in budget presentation

EL CERRITO — After studying the 
budgets and financial practices of sev- 
eral neighboring cities, a subcommit- 
tee of the Committee of the Whole rec- 
ommended last week that the city 
change the way it prepares and pre- 
sents its budget. There were 18 rec- 
ommended changes, including gen- 
eral, specific content and departmental 
suggesstions. The Committee of the 
Whole modified some recommenda- 
tions, prioritized the list and then voted 
overwhelmingly to adopt it. The word- 
ing will be finalized and then the rec- 
ommendations forwarded to. the City 
Council for discussion and action. 

“No one thinks we would get it 
done yesterday — this is going to re- 
quire, of course, a gradual adoption,” 
George Amberg said after introduc- 
ing the budget recommendations to 
the general committee. 

He said that budget clarity and 
the biennial budget recommendation 
were top priorities. He said the bud- 
get document should be “easy to un- 
derstand” so that people can see 
“where the money comes from and 
where it goes.” 

The budget comparison sub- 
committee’s number one “general 
recommendation” is that El Cerrito

“employ a two-year budget docu- 
ment adopted annually.” They said 
this would allow for a “long-term fo- 
cus,” minimize staff preparation time 
and allow time to focus on program 
development in the second year of 
the cycle. The cities of Berkeley, 
Alameda, Albany and Emeryville al- 
ready use the biennial system, the 
subcommittee reported. 

It was also recommended that the 
budget “provide a detailed section 
on policies, including debt and re- 
serve funds,” with any changes 
noted. The budget should include “a 
description and explanation of local 
government revenue sources” and 
all money transfers should be ex- 
plained and understandable. 


The matter of transfers was dis- 
cussed at length. Committee mem- 
bers decided that specific destina- 
tions and sources of transfers should 
be explained and made clear. Foot- 
notes and other means would be 
used on the appropriate page. “We 
want to eliminate transfers wherever 
possible” explained Financial Review 
Team Chairman Steve Magyary. He 
urged that whenever this is not pos- 
sible “specific explanations of 
sources and destinations” should be 
made. Magyary described transfers 
as an unnecessary “accounting 
methodology” and said that they “ar- 
tificially make things look funny.” 

Under “specific content recom- 
mendations,” the subcommittee urged 
that a “baseline expenditure plan” be 
used. This model would contain “rev- 
enue projections minus an expendi- 
ture baseline,” which would be used 
to calculate available resources. “Var- 
ious spending strategies can then be 
shown, giving decision makers the 
ability to chose priorities among dif- 
ferent options,” the subcommittee re- 
port states. Committee member Linda 
Blum said the budget document itself 
should be a “very good” communica- 
tion tool and should be attractive and 
easy to read and this seemed to be an 
underlying goal of the subcommittee.

$1.7 million) for other purposes with- 
out informing the city or any other 
agency of the plan.” 

Currently, Albany is negotiating 
with the Regional Water Quality Con- 
trol Board to reach an agreement 
similar to one made with Catellus 
Development Corporation. That firm 
recently performed soil remediation 
at the plateau, an area located di- 
rectly north of Golden Gate Fields. 
After completing the project, Catel- 
lus sold the property to the East Bay 
Regional Park District. 

Mayor Peggy Thomsen an- 
nounced she would be meeting with 
State Assemblywoman Dion Aroner 
to discuss efforts to reclaim the $1.7 
million. Such funds are essential to 
the city’s plans to remediate the bulb 
and sell the property to EBRPD for 
development into a shoreline park. 

Marris also suggested the city 
needs to craft a humane solution to 
relocating residents of the bulb, as- 


serting the homeless issue is one that 
affects the entire Bay Area and must 
be addressed by the area as a whole. 
Fields said staff and the council has 
discussed the need to identify land 
use issues at the landfill.

The council also discussed its goal 
of developing a five-year capital im- 
provement program for the Cleve- 
land Avenue/Eastshore Highway re- 
development project, including an 
attempt to “market” the area for po- 
tential developers. Fields said work 
on the project is contingent upon the 
outcome of a lawsuit brought against 
the city by a merchant in the area 
opposed to the plan. 

Council members made interim 
suggestions regarding the off-ramp 
from Interstate 580 south, which they 


said creates confusion for motorists ” 


when they enter the loop near the 
Buchanan Street overpass. 
Councilman Ed McManus sug- 
gested erecting signs such as those 
he’d seen in Paris that use icons to 
direct motorists to points of interest, 
including City Hall, the library/com- 


munity center and the business dis- 
trict. Thompsen said San Francisco 
also employs such signage and 
agreed such an approach might be 
a simple way to direct traffic. 

Council and staff also discussed 
their goal of completing the engi- 
neering and “streetscape” design for 
Phase II of the Solano Avenue Pro- 
ject before the end of the year. Ac- 
cording to Fields, Albany hopes to 
work with the City of Berkeley on 
the project, including the develop- 
ment of design plans, engineering 
and funding. 


Street corner floods 


Longtime Albany resident and 
community activist Dario Meniketti 
said the city needs to do something 
about flooding that occurs on the cor- 
ner of San Pablo and Marin avenues. 
When it rains he said “There is no 
easy way to cross the street there.” 

Fields agreed and said there is a 
storm drain break at that location, a 
problem linked to the lack of a sewer 
drain system on state highways. 

The council will resume their usual 
Monday meeting time March 1.

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“The goal of Honda of El Cerrito 
is to stay in E] Cerrito and be a viable 
part of the community,” Nick said. 

It is also estimated that a new and 
improved Food Bowl site would also 
bring in an additional $43,000 a year 
to the Redevelopment Agency be- 
cause of increased property taxes. 

Agency member Mark Friedman said 
he is glad the dealership will not become 
“ El Sobrante Honda,” but later added “we 
can't write a blank check.” Friedman told 
Nick he was “not that happy about being 
forced to pay money for something that 
you may or may not have done anyway.” 
He praised El Cerrito Honda and its com- 
mitment to the community, but said the 
owners of the property have “never been 
particularly cooperative with anything that 
we've tried to do in that area.” 

Friedman said he had a problem 
with using agency money to help de- 
molish the Food Bowl building and 
enhance the property. The old Food 
Bowl site and the nearby property 
where the International House of 
Pancakes restaurant used to operate 
are owned by the Oshima family. 

Both businesses are now closed 
and the buildings are vacant with 
plywood bolted over the storefront 
windows. Weeds, broken glass, dis- 
carded trash and sofas can be seen 
on the properties. El Cerrito Honda 
negotiated with the owners for sev- 
eral months and a lease agreement 
has been reached. 

“I think that we should, when we 


negotiate, not just negotiate with you, 
but negotiate with the Oshimas to 
have them take care of their own 
property that will be enhanced 
through this process,” Friedman told 
Nick at the meeting. Friedman said 
there needs to be a cap on such 
things as the demolition costs. 

The preliminary estimate to de- 
molish the Food Bowl and IHOP 
buildings is $70,000; utility under- 
grounding is given a “very prelimi- 
nary estimate” of $130,000.

| Better living through 
: ‘green’ design 


Builders show how respect for Earth can 
pay dividends for health, environment

) en it comes to designing a 

| home that’s in harmony with the 

environment, Mark DeMaio is 
jscommitted as a person can get. 

As he walks through a 2,000-square- 
foot Lake Tahoe-New Mexican-style 
home he built five years ago in Concord, 
he ticks off some of its ecological fea- 
tures: large windows in the upstairs bed- 
room face south to pull in sunlight for 

assive solar heating. They also gaze out 

at Mt. Diablo. Ceiling fans greatly reduce 
the need for air-conditioning. A bright 
white “cool” roof wards off heat. Cellu- 
lose (primarily recycled newspaper) pro- 
yides insulation much more efficiently 
than most synthetic insulators. 

The dry wall is also made of recycled 

Mm paper. 

Cabinets are made of solid wood, not 

particleboard, to avoid potential chemi- 

am cal irritation, and are treated with nat- 
wal finishes, not petroleum. The kitchen 
floors are of ceramic tile, not vinyl. 

About the only plastic you’ll find in 
the house is in the wall sockets and the 

“BH Jacuzzi. 

On an adjacent lot he’s building an- 
other house that’s even more environ- 
mentally correct — the exterior walls are 
of straw bale made from Central Valley 


rice hulls that would be burned as waste. 

To DeMaio, as to most people in the 
world of environmental building design, 
it’s not just about reducing your energy 
bill or avoiding indoor air pollution. En- 
vironmental building design is about har- 
monizing with nature, walking softly on 
the earth — about living well without do- 
ing harm. 

But when DeMaio has rented the 
home out, the tenants he’s found have 
been more concerned with how well it 
works and how well it looks than with 
how well it treats the planet. 

“Most people want not what's in it for 
the environment,” DeMaio says, “but 
what's in it for me.” 

Proponents of what is variously called 
“green,” “environmental” or “natural” 
building come in many forms, whether 
they remodel existing homes or create 
homes from the ground up. Some are in- 
terested in saving the planet. Others are 
interested in safeguarding the health of 
a home’s inhabitants from the poisons 
that they say are often found in modern 
building materials. 

And there are those who simply ap- 
preciate the beauty of natural materials 
and natural forms, of homes that appear 
to be built out of the land on which they 
sit. 

There is, nonetheless, a great deal that 
unites proponents of green design. They

believe that attention to environmental 
principles can benefit every homeowner. 
Most believe that these principles should 
be taken into account before choosing a 
brand of paint, a brand of kitchen cabi- 
nets, a heating and air-conditioning sys- 
tem, or an interior designer. 

Many of the ever-evolving principles 
of ecological design can be adopted by 
anyone, by doing something as simple as 
planting a garden, opening a window or 
replacing household toxins with more be- 
nign substances. 


The feel-good factor 


Virginia Schomer, an interior designer 
from Mill Valley who runs the nonprofit 
group Building Concerns, is involved with 
environmentally sensitive design because 
it’s good for both the planet and for the 
individual. : 

Ten years ago, before she learned 
about how logging the world’s rainforests 
was damaging the atmosphere and de- 
stroying irreplaceable ecosystems, 
Schomer used to recommend that her 


clients buy products made of exotic trop- 
ical hardwoods. 

“I was actually participating in the de- 
struction of these rainforests,” she says. 
“That doesn’t feel good.” 

As she learned about the possible 
health effects of breathing in formalde- 
hyde from pressed wood and dander 
trapped in rugs, she says, she also started 
worrying about the bottom line. “I don’t 
understand why every designer, every

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Know your options in face of child’s rising college costs 


e cost of a college education 

is now rising at approximately 

4 percent to 5 percent annually, 

down from the double-digit increases 

of just a few years ago. Still, over the 

last 10 years, college costs have dou- 
bled.

name or your own. The decision 
should be based on how much con- 
trol you want over the account when 
it is released to the child. There can 
be tax advantages to investing in 
your child’s name. 

The second step is to choose 
among a number of investment al- 
ternatives. 

Here are some options: 


Education IRA 


This type of Individual Retirement 
Account allows a maximum contri- 
bution off $500 per beneficiary, per 
year. You do not pay any taxes on 
the earnings as the account is grow- 
ing, but contributions are not de- 
ductible. 


Your financial consultant can help 
you set up your purchases of zero- 
coupon bonds so they mature 
throughout your child’s years in col- 
lege. Zero-coupon bonds are pur- 
chased at a deep discount to their face 
value: the principal and interest you 
will receive when the bonds mature. 

However, zero-coupon bonds do 
not pay any current interest. You, the 
owner of the bond, are responsible 
for any taxes due each year on the 
bond’s interest even though you will 
not receive the interest payments un- 
til the bonds mature.

If taxes are a concern, you may 
want to consider purchasing munic- 
ipal zero coupon bonds which are 
free from federal income tax, 

Keep in mind that if you need to 
sell your bonds before they mature, 
you may receive more or less than 
you paid for them. 

Market prices of zero-coupon 
bonds are more volatile than ordi- 
nary interest-bearing bonds. 


These plans, named for the sec- 
tion of the tax code that created 
them, are qualified state tuition as- 
sistance programs that offer a sys- 
tematic way to save for a child’s ed- 
ucation.

Bay Area corporations 
shape housing market 


Bay hills for a while know that 
our real estate market is greatly 
influenced by area corporations. 

Several Fortune 500 companies 
have corporate headquarters in San 
Francisco: Chevron, PG&E and 
McKesson, for example. The East 
Bay has the likes of Safeway and 
Long’s Drugs. The Peninsula and 
Santa Clara County add many more 
such as Intel, Hewlett-Packard and 
Oracle — all within commuting dis- 
tance of the Oakland hills. 

Several other large private and 
public companies have either their 
corporate headquarters or a signifi- 
cant presence in our area. Bechtel, 
Levi Strauss, Crowley Maritime are 
among the largest. 

Corporate relocation in many 
ways is a recession-proof business. 
When the economy is good, large 
corporations expand by bringing in 
personnel from other offices. 

When times are bad, companies 
regroup and this contraction again 
means movement. And the vast ma- 
jority of corporate moves in our area 
involve homeowners. 

In areas where there is a large 
proportion of owner/occupant 
homes, as many as one-fourth to 
one-third of all purchasers are relo- 
cating at the direction of their com- 
panies. 

Couple this with a similar pro- 
portion of sellers who are relocating 
for the same reason, and at least half 
of all real estate transactions may be 
corporate-related. 

How does this affect one who is 
making a discretionary move either 
within the area — to a bigger home 
because their family size is growing 
or an empty-nester who wants to stay 
in this area — or to one leaving the 
area without corporate support? 


The good news is that there is al- 
most always a constant flow of out- 
of-town buyers who are drawn to the 
East Bay because of its amenities — 
weather, schools, location, etcetera. 


They tend to come more often in 


the Spring but over the last few years 
it seems that a corporate relocation 


T= who have lived in the East 


can come at almost any time of year. : 


It is important to note that when 
an individual is relocating to the area, 
their corporation frequently will pay 
for negotiable closing costs. 


Knowing what the corporation 
will pay on behalf of the purchaser 
can help a seller negotiate. 

The bad news is that a home 
seller has to compete with motivated 
sellers who may have the benefit of 
a corporate home purchase program 
(where the corporation itself, or 
through the services of a home buy- 
ing company, becomes a guaranteed 
buyer.) 

As the corporation will pay for all 
of their closing costs (including the 
commission and legal fees) and be- 
cause many employers offer finan- 
cial incentives to their relocating em- 
ployees who sell their homes prior 
to a “buyout,” they may feel they can 
sell their home at a lower price.

Secondly, if the home becomes 
“corporate owned,” it may soon be- 
come vacant and cost the corpora- 
tion one to two percent per month 
in carrying costs. Some purchasers 
only want to look at corporate-owned 
homes as they can become bargains. 

Consider that a corporation pur- 
chases a home for $400,000. If it 
costs them $4,000 per month to carry 
the home (mortgage payments, prop- 
erty taxes, utilities, maintenance, re- 
pairs, etc.), often they will sell the 
home at a discount rather than wait 
six months or more to hopefully re- 
capture the price they paid for it. 

In this scenario, the corporation 
must decide if it make sense to sell 
the home today for $375,000 or to .

’m not a poet. I try, but I just don’t 

seem to have the knack. Often 

when I’m looking for words to de- 
scribe a house we've listed, I read 
poetry, usually children’s poetry. I’m 
hoping to find something someone 
else wrote that I can use for my new 
house flyer, words that will express 
the feelings I have about this partic- 
ular house. 

Or, if not that, perhaps I’ll find 
words that will inspire me to write 
my own description. 

Children’s poetry especially 
charms me. I like the rhythms. They 
can click along like snappy little 
songs, percussive and orderly, I re- 
spond to the beat. Or, with those that 
are soft and soothing, my mood be- 
comes dreamy, peaceful. 

Unfortunately, I don’t find many 
poems written about houses. 


Poets have waxed enthusiastic 
about flowers and all kinds of ani- 
mals, They’ve gone on and on about 
weather, especially the wind and the 
rain. But words that suggest the 
warmth and coziness of home, the 
security of roof overhead, windows 
looking to the world outside, food in 
the larder, fire on the hearth are, it 
seems to me, surprisingly few. 

And so I resort to writing my own. 
When what I want is to try to tell oth- 
ers, agents and buyers, what is good 
about a particular house, what kinds 
of things will make it home for some- 
one new, I frequently use poetry. 


Last fall, for instance, we listed a 
house on Indian Rock Avenue in 
Berkeley. It’s a lovely old house built 
in the 1920s. 


Elsewhere on the flyer we gave 
out to potential buyers, I described 
the paneling, the polished floors and, 
of course, the number of bedrooms 
and baths. But because this house is 
adjacent to a small park and this 
proximity is an advantage and a 
unique feature of this house, I began 
the flyer with a short poem about the 
rock which I titled “Quiet Neighbor.” 


Try climbing a rock — It’s good 
for you. Try it. You’ll find when you 
do, there’s more pep in your step. 
And you won't feel blue. It’s true. 

It’s not very good poetry, but I had 
fun writing it, and it does suggest why

will pay more. This is especially true 
when the winter market approaches. 

When you, as a seller, have to 
compete with maybe three out of 
every ten houses on the market be- 
ing influenced by a corporate relo- 
cation, it can make your home more 
difficult to sell.

The rammed earth and white 
walls provide a warm, comforting ef- 
fect around the bed, and turn the 
front of the room, by the windows, 
into a bright indoor patio. 

“It has a very nice aesthetic ef- 
fect,” says Falkerson, who also says 
rammed earth is a way of using lo- 
cal materials to build a home. The 
dirt used for Phalen’s addition was 
dug up on her lot. 

Rammed earth is ideal for passive 
solar heating and cooling. During the 
winter, the solarium windows facing 
south allow sunlight to strike the 
walls. “The solarium converts sun- 
light into heat and the rammed earth 
mass absorbs it,” Falkerson says, 
then radiates it back at night. 

During the summer, grapes grow- 
ing on a trellis along the top of the 
window help keep the inside cool. 
Mimosa and English walnuts tower- 
ing above the house keep it cool dur- 
ing the summer, Phalen says. Falk- 
erson built a model of the house and 
tested it using a simulated sun to 
make sure summer sun would not 
get inside. 

It worked, Phalen says. During 
the summer, she says, the addition 
is generally 10 degrees cooler than 
the rest of the house. The hardy 
Phalens, who rarely use their heater 
anywhere in the house, have no 
other heat source in the addition 
other than passive solar, and say 
none is needed. 

“I’ve never had anyone walk in 
here,” she says of the addition, “and 
not go ‘Wow!’ ” 


Social aspects critical 


DeMaio’s straw bale house car- 
ries environmentalism even further, 
abiding not only by environmental 
principles in its construction and 
functions, but in the way it relates to 
land-use and social organization. 

He sees the house, one of three 
on a lot behind a church on Oak 
Grove Road, as an example of “in- 
fill” development, as opposed to 
sprawl, And he is hoping all three of 
the houses (one is a 70s era home 
that came with the lot) will one day 
be part of a co-housing community, 
in which several families or individ- 
uals share the homes and share some 
communal spaces. 

The 2,200-square-foot, two-story 
house with a 400-square-foot garage 
is being built largely of recycled ma- 
terials. Besides the straw itself, much 
of the lumber is recycled from de- 
commissioned Bay Area military 
bases, purchased from several Bay

DeMaio, who studied systems 
ecology at the University of Florida, 
earned a master’s degree in science 
and engineering, and is a licensed 
civil engineer, found himself in the 
field of hazardous waste, which had 
not been his plan. “I looked to see 
how I could make a positive impact,” 
he says, “rather than clean up other 
people’s messes.” 


He had some experience as a re- 
modeler and as a real estate investor, 
then discovered straw bale. His full- 
time job is as county engineer for 
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Alpine County, reviewing subdivision 
plans and helping build roads. 

Straw bale construction, like 
rammed earth, has become a vibrant 
subculture throughout America, Eu- 
rope, and Australia, with magazines, 
books, Web sites, and organizations. 
Straw bale is particularly popular in 
New Mexico and Austin, and along 
the Northern California coast from 
Marin to Mendocino. It is just get- 
ting off the ground in the East Bay, 
and DeMaio’s project may be the 
first single-family straw bale project 
in Contra Costa. 


Staw bale attractive 


Many things attract DeMaio to 
straw bale. Not only is it good for 
the planet — he’s building a house 
out of what would otherwise be a 
waste product, and thus preserving 
other resources — it’s good for the 
people who live in it, both financially 
and aesthetically. 

The bales create walls that are 16 
inches thick and provide superb in- 
sulation, he says. Stuccoed on both 
sides, they are impervious to the 
weather — and to any wolf who tries 
to huff and puff. Unlike some bale 
homes, which depend on the bales 
for structural support, DeMaio is us- 
ing wood frame construction, both 
to meet the county code and because 
the home is two stories.

A finished straw bale home looks 
much like an adobe home. Many 
builders leave a “truth window” in- 
side — a stucco-less area so you can 
see what the home is really made of. 

The home will use a solar hot wa- 
ter heater and may use photovoltaic 
cells for electricity, DeMaio says. 
Thick stucco on the south-facing wall 
will serve as passive solar heating, 
as will the rammed earth floor. 

DeMaio is particularly proud of 
the floor, which will be covered with 
clay, because he was able to win ap- 
proval for it from the building in- 


spectors. “Always try to push the en- 
velope,” he says. “That’s a rule 


among environmental builders.” __

Let’s say you and your spouse are 
making more than $160,000 and try- 
ing not to give it all away to the gov- 
ernment in income taxes. You can’t 
do a Roth IRA, a regular IRA, take 
child tax credits, deduct student loan 
interest, or get a Hope or Lifetime 
Learning tax credit. 

What can you do? 

The best “tax shelter” always 
seemed to be investing in real estate 
when buying a bigger, more expen- 
sive home or investing in income 
property and taking advantage of all 
the tax benefits. 

Well, it’s not that easy anymore 
to simply lower your income taxes 
through more real estate. Let’s ex- 
amine the latest tax laws involving 
real estate deductions and see what 
can avail a higher-income taxpayer. 

First, there’s the tax deductions 
on your own home (the so-called 
“principal residence”). Under new 
laws you can deduct mortgage inter- 
est on your principal residence and 
one other non-income property (such 
as a vacation home, or even a motor 
home or sleep-in boat). 


Interest deductions 
You can deduct interest on ac- 


quisition indebtedness and home-eq- 
uity indebtedness. 

Acquisition indebtedness involves 
mortgages used to purchase, con- 
struct, or improve your principal res- 
idence and one other non-income 
property. Home-equity indebtedness 
has to do with refinancing, or adding 
new loans, to these properties. 

You may be able to deduct inter- 
est on acquisition indebtedness on 
up to $1,000,000 of loans. 


Refinacing 


The other aspect of getting the in- 
terest deduction involves refinancing, 
or taking out additional loans on your 
properties. This is called home equity 
indebtedness and is defined for in- 
come tax purposes as taking out new 
loans , or additional loan money, that 
is not to be used to make improve- 
ments on the property. The interest 
on home equity indebtedness is lim- 
ited to a total loan amount of 
$100,000 or less. So, if you refinanced, 
paid off your existing mortgage and 
received more than $100,000 from the 
loan proceeds you would be limited 
in your tax deduction. 

But if any of the proceeds are used 
to make repairs or improvements on 
the property within 90 days of get-

ing as do the front occupants. 

Its new-generation 268-horse- 
power 4.3-liter V-8 and driver-adap- 
tive five-speed automatic transmis- 
sion not only provides quicker starts 
and improved passing performance, 
but exceptional low-end torque while 
meeting the standards for participa- 
tion in the National Low Emission 
Vehicle (NLEV) program. 

The torque peak of 288 ft/lbs is 
spread over a range from 3000 to 
4500 rpm making it an ideal vehicle 
for towing. It is also a comparatively 
thrifty for a V-8-powered vehicle. Our 
test vehicle averaged from 15.5 to 
16.4 mpg in combined city and free- 
way driving and 17.4 mpg in a strict 
highway test. 

The electronic five-speed auto- 
matic adapts not only to the driver’s 
individual style but also to changes 
in road grade. Engage the standard 
low-range automatically and you ac- 
tivate the special shifting logic for 
off-road driving. 

Driving the ML430 is a breeze. 
Thanks to its four-wheel indepen- 
dent suspension and exceptional 
strength and torsional rigidity of its 
body, the SUV handles and rides 
beautifully. 

Neither of us took the test vehi- 
cle off-road, but we drove the V-6 
version on a tough course during its 
introduction and the V-8 should 
prove an even better performer when 
its leaves the pavement.

Teen survival training must mclude 
savvy with sun, speed and drinkers 


Two highway crashes in one 
week which took the lives of several 
young people now dominate my lo- 

news. Each crash taught tragic 
lessons in highway survival that 
young people must know to get out 
oftheir teens alive. 


Don’t drive with drinkers 


-/“Don’t drink and drive” is a drum 
beat often sounded. “Don't be a pas- 
senger in a drunk’s car” should be 
heard as often. 

“In one of the week’s crashes, the 
20-year-old driver of a small sedan 
was shown to have a blood alcohol 
level three times the legal limit. No 
alcohol was found in the blood of the 
teenagers with him, one as young as 
fourteen. Two of them died when the 
driver crossed the highway meridian 
and slammed head-on into a Jee 
angler. . 

= Not all drivers who are alcohol- 
impaired show it. Well-known is the 
case of the man who drove the car 
in which Princess Diana was killed. 

Post-mortem tests proved him to be 
intoxicated, but it’s doubtful any of 
his three passengers suspected that. 
The man is seen on that much-re- 
peated videotape of the revolving 
door scene at the Ritz Hotel. Did he 
look drunk to you? 

Many drinkers are adept at look- 
ing sober even when alcohol has al- 
tered their reaction times and com- 
promised their judgment. Can we 
expect teenagers, eager to jump in 
and go somewhere, to notice the 
state of the person at the wheel? 
How can they, or anyone for that 
matter, avoid the risks of getting into 
a car with an impaired driver? 

The first step is to be aware of the 
possibility. Obviously, a ride home 
from a party or the local pub is 
chancier than a lift after a PTA meet- 
ing: Be doubly diligent where liquor 
is served. Check with the party’s host 
how much the proposed driver im- 
bibed, or ask the driver point blank 
how much he or she has had to 
drink. Rude? Conventions change 
when your life and limb are at risk. 
And remember taxis are usually a 
phone call away. 

Parents should make it clear to 
their youngsters that they will gladly 
pick them up any time any place if 
any doubt arises about the sobriety 
of the driver of a car in which they 


would be riding. Or the cost of a taxi

will be gladly provided. The key 
word is “gladly.” If the teen is going 
to see this parental rescue entered 
on the scoreboard of “look what I do 
for you” then it won't work. 


Speed differential kills 


The second crash occurred as the 
glare of a rising sun burst over the 
horizon. Eight teenagers, some in a 
car and others in a van, were nose- 
to-tail heading eastward on their way 
to school when an 18-wheeler 


plowed into them from behind. 

The teenage drivers admitted they 
were purposely driving very slowly, 
between 25 and 45 mph, because 
they didn’t want to get to school too 
early. The driver of the semi said she 
did not see the vehicles at all because 
of the brilliant sun coming directly 
through her windshield. All three dri- 
vers were cited for speed violations. 
The truck for going too fast, the 
teenagers for going too slow. 

That mix is a recipe for disaster. 
It is the difference in the speed of ve- 
hicles on the highway, particularly 
major highways such as interstates,

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Dear Doctor: I own a 1991 Mer- 
cury Tracer with a 1.9-liter four cylin- 
der engine with an automatic trans- 
mission. The car has 62,000 miles on 
it. It has an erratic idle problem. 
When cold, the engine starts and 
stalls repeatedly. I must keep my foot 
on the gas pedal to keep it running. 
After a minute or so it will idle by it 
self, however the idle will fluctuate 
from 400 to 1600 rpm. When I put 
the car in gear the fluctuation stops. 

Occasionally, on stopping, the idle 
will fluctuate.

They cleaned the throttle body 
and it idled fine at the shop. Next 
morning, the same problem. I un- 
plugged the idle air bypass valve to 
keep the idle consistent and had to 
raise the idle speed by the set screw.

Ford has many technical 
service bulletins on idle problems. 

A good technician should be able 
to check the engine input signal val- 
ues cold before the engine is started 
and then check each component when 
the engine is started.

Dear Doctor: I own a 1985

not get it fixed? Philip 


Dear Philip: The purpose of the 
TPS is to tell the computer how 
much the throttle plate is open. The 
computer takes the TPS input, along 
with all the other input signals, and 
sends out the proper signal to the 
switch devices. The TPS sensor is 
very important and should be re- 
paired as soon as possible.

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Audi A6 Avant restores pride 
to all-American station wagon

Do the Europeans know some- 
thing that the domestic automakers 
overlooked? 

Every European automaker im- 
porting its cars to North America, in- 
cluding Audi, VW, Saab, Volvo, BMW 
and Mercedes-Benz offers a station 
wagon. Only Ford Motor Co., among 
the domestics and we're including 
Chrysler, offers a station wagon. 

‘Station wagons, in this writer’s 
opinion, offer more to buyers than 
either minivans or sport-utility vehi- 
clés. They offer more space and bet- 
ter ride than sport utility vehicles and 
are handsomer than a minivan.There 
is a major difference to the approach 
taken by the domestic industry from 
that of the Europeans. The Euro- 
peans offer sport wagons with both 
a Stylish appearance and excellent 
performance. Domestic models gen- 
erally were people haulers and 
lacked either performance or style. 

The new Audi A6 Avant is an ex- 
cellent example of the European ap- 
proach. It is a luxury-touring wagon. 
The 1999 model offers trend-setting 
design and advanced features, which 
takes the meaning of Avant further 
than ever before. This fourth gener- 
ation delivers on Audi’s slogan: beau- 
tiful wagons are called Avant. 

Derived from the A6 sedan plat- 
form, the Avant’s dominant rear end, 
smooth contours and distinctive 
lights strengthen its visual appeal 
while still providing a high degree of 
product identification. It is both styl- 
ish with a classic appearance. 

It proves that a station wagon 
doesn’t have to look like a box. It of- 
fers a dynamic side view with a gen- 
tly rising window line, black center 
roof posts and bold wheel arches. 
Along with the above features it also 
offers the unmistakable Audi face 
and front end. 

More important than its styling, 
Audi devised a new body assembly 
process, which has increased the tor- 
sional rigidity by 50 percent, and ex- 
terior seam gaps have been reduced 
33 percent. This leads to a quiet im- 
pressive ride and handling that is in 
the same class or higher as its lead- 
ing European and Asian rivals. 

Driving around town and on free- 
ways we were impressed with the 
Avant’s controlled ride. Thanks to the 
standard all-wheel drive system (Quat- 
tro). We always felt secure — even on 
the tightest turns at high speed.

REVIEWERS SAY the Audi A6 Avant makes a fine SUV alternative. 


We again learned the advantage 
all-wheel drive during the driver over 
roads labeled “Slippery when wet.” 
Driving the Avant in wet weather 
proved to be a breeze. 

We found the 200 horsepower, 2.8- 
liter five-valve V-6 engine more than 
adequate for all normal driving con- 
ditions, though its 0 to 60 mph time 
of 9.6 seconds does point out the need 
for additional horsepower. Reportedly 
Audi is considering bringing the V-8 
used in the Audi 8 to the A6 sedan 
and Avant lines in the future. 

There was a day when 9.6 sec- 
onds was considered quick but in to- 
day’s market it is on the outer edge. 
Marion, in particular, prefers a little 
more power for quick entry onto 
freeways and passing situations. 

Fuel economy is good for a station 
wagon. We averaged 20.8 mpg and 
the EPA says 17-mpg City and 26 
mpg on the road.The 200 horses ar- 
rive at 6000 rpm and its full 207 ft/bs 
of torque at 3200 rpm. — at least 650 
rpm lower than the nearest competi- 
tor for better off line acceleration. 

The high-end torque also provides 
more control from the standard five- 
speed automatic transmission with 
Tiptronic. This transmission borrowed 
from-Porsche can be used like a nor- 
mal automatic or as a manual unit 
without the need to use the clutch. 

The joy of shifting, in our opin- 
ion, comes from the coordination be- 
tween the driver’s left foot on the 
clutch and his right hand on the 
gearshift lever. 

Marion claims to agree with our 
view, but we notice she played with 
the Tiptronic at every opportunity. 
The disc brakes at all four corners 
with the latest anti-lock braking sys- 
tem bring the Avant to a quick and 
straight halt.

Why the whine? 


Dear Doctor: I purchased a new 
1998 Dodge Stratus with a 2.5-liter 
V6 engine. 

Since the purchase there has been 
a high pitch whine from the gears in 
the transaxle. At 10,000 miles, the 
dealer replaced the transaxle as- 
sembly with a new unit that is just 
as noisy as the original. I can hear 
the noise over the radio. 

The dealer now says the noise is 
normal. Have you ever heard of this?

Dear Thomas: The majority of 
front-wheel drive Chrysler products 
have a slight whine emitting from 
the transaxle assembly. I have heard 
it on the Chrysler cars and minivans 
that I have driven. The noise has 
never been loud enough to overcome 
the radio. 

This noise is usually heard be- 
tween 30 to 45 mph. 

If your noise comes over the ra- 
dio, this is not normal. Go back to 
the dealer and test drive another 
Stratus on the lot.

school at Stanford University. 

In 1963, they drove their Nash 
Metropolitan to Waco, Texas, for a 
two-year stay. The little car finally 
got to the East Coast in 1965, when 
the Chandeyssons drove it to Ar- 
lington, Va., on 5.20x13-inch tires. 

On long, highway-only trips, 
Chandeysson reports mileage figures 
between 40 and 45 mpg. They were 
entertained along the way by the AM 
radio that occupies the lion’s share 
of the painted metal dashboard. Five 
louvers stamped in the center of the 
dash function as the speaker grille. 

Above the five-louver grille is a 
tiny “Airflyte” ashtray. Below the 
grille is the button the driver pulls 
to activate the starter. 

The three controls to the right of 
the starter button are the throttle, ig- 
nition and cigar lighter. 

There’s a doorless glove com- 
partment at the right end of the dash- 
board, and a gauge to indicate the 
fuel level in the 10 1/2-gallon tank, 
as well as an oil pressure gauge, but 


You should also ask for an ap- 
pointment with the local Chrysler 
zone representative. 


Warm-starts iffy 


Dear Doctor: I recently purchased 
a used 1989 Honda Civic LX with a 
1.6-liter engine and 133,000 miles. 

On occasions, the car will not 
start after the engine is warm. I went 
to the Honda dealer who checked it 
and found trouble codes in the com- 
puter memory. The codes were for 
the oxygen sensor and main relay. 

The cost of repair is $395. I went 
to an independent shop and their 
quote was $330. What do you rec- 
ommend? Marc 


Dear Mare: The first step after re- 
trieving trouble codes is clear the 
codes and restart the engine, even 
take the car for a ride to see if the 
trouble codes reappear. 

If the codes reappear then a re- 
pair has to be made, I recommend 
the oxygen sensor be replaced on 
fuel injected vehicles at 50,000 miles. 
The oxygen sensor will get lazy and 
cause poor mileage and perfor- 
mance. 

For your intermittent starting 
problem, the shop will need to find 
out if you are losing spark or fuel. I 
have seen more spark related prob- 
lems than fuel problems on Honda 
vehicles. The igniter has been a prob- 
lem over the years for Honda. 


Balky voltmeter 


Dear Doctor: I own a 1994 
Chevrolet Suburban with 37,000 
miles. In my five years of ownership, 
the voltmeter gauge has always read 
14 volts when driving on the freeway. 


At 36,000 miles I had the a/c com- 
pressor replaced. Now whenever I 
turn the air conditioner on, the volt- 
meter will drop down to 12.5 volts 
on the freeway or driving around 
town. The dealer said there is noth- 
ing wrong. What do you think? Jim 


Dear Jim: The voltmeters on 
Chevrolet vans and trucks are not 
the most accurate gauges. You need 
to go to the dealer or good repair 
shop and have them simply connect 
the shop battery/charging tester to 
the battery and actually see what the 
charging rate is. 


It is normal to see 12 volts at idle 
with lights and a/c on. However, as 
soon as the idle speed is raised the 
voltage should go up to 13.7 or 14.7 
depending on the amperage of the 
alternator. I would not recommend 
spending the money to replace the 
in dash voltmeter. 


Many auto parts stores sell a volt- 
meter that simply plugs into the cig- 
arette lighter.

All three 
have had time behind the wheel of 
the car with the 85-inch wheelbase. 
“Wherever anyone goes in the little 
car,” Chandeysson says, “we always 
find a parking place.” 

In 1971, Chandeysson put his little 
car into semi-retirement. Since then it 


has become sort of a family pet. 


Chandeysson’s wife has supplied 
the chrome eyelids for the head- 
lights. “It gives the car kind of a shy 
look,” her husband observes. 


Whenever the little engine devel- 
ops what Chandeysson describes as 
“a little hitch in its getalong,” he rolls 
up his sleeves and fixes the problem. 


The most complicated part is 
probably the single-barrel Zenith 
downdraft carburetor. 


Chandeysson’s “Little Bitty 
Buddy” now has 102,652 miles 
recorded on the odometer, which is 
surprising since he didn’t plan on 
keeping it for very long. 


Every time he or his wife takes 
the Nash Metropolitan out for a spin, 
they never fail to get a flurry of 
“thumbs up” signals from anony- 
mous fans as they pass by. “It was 
cute then,” Chandeysson says, “and 
it’s cute now.”
